: the King’s Obedience, feveral 
Circumftances which at firft were reported 
confufedly, and which are fo er Proofs 
of the Loyalty and Zeal of the Inhabitants 
of that great City. The Miquelets and o- 
ther feditious Perfons, accompanied by fome 
Officers of fo little Note, that they were 
hardly known but by their Rebellion, after 
they had been driven from the Places wheg , 
they had intrench’d themfelves over againft 
the Town-Houfe, retird into the Palace, 
and there barricaded themfelves. The Fear 
of being abandon’d to the Fury of the Peo- 
ple put chemAinto fo great Defpair, that they 
threaten'd to fet the Palace on fire, where- 
upon ic was thought fit to grant them their 
Lives, on Condition they fhould fubmit them- 
felves to the King’s Mercy. By this Means 
the rich Goods belonging to the Crown 
were fav'd, together with the Records, the 
Chappel, and the Relicks, all being found 
untouch’'d. Some others who had moft fig- 
naliz’d themfelves by their Infolence towards 
his Majefty’s Loyal Subjects, not thinking 
themfelves fafe betook themfelves to Flight, 
and the Populace pillag’d their Houfes, tho’ 
in a Manner that fhew’d it was not out of 
a Defire to make any Benefit.of the Plun- 
der, but to make an Example: For the 
Goods were taken out of the Houfes and 
unt in the open Streets, .All the Acts 
the Enemy had made in the Name of 
the Archduke, his Standard and Picture , 
were burnt. After which the City fent 
Deputies to the King encamp’d at Mar- 
chamalo, to thank him in the Name of the 
Inhabitants for refcuing them from the 
Yoke of their Enemies.

The Cardinal 
de Salazar Bifhop of Corduba has given Forty 
thoufand Ducats in ready Moncey, for fending 
to Oran and Ceuta the neceflary Succours, 
and all the Prelates of Andaloufia have volun- 
tarily furnifh’d large Summs. Don Carlos 
Caraffa Govetnour of Oran, return’d An- 
fwer-to a»Letter that was fent him in the
